Others of the crew and passengers experienc- 
ed narrow escapes, the bad markmanship of the 
attackers lessening the toll.

In the carly ies of pelts 80 
the anciont printa tell us—golfers 
stood with tho left foot advanced 
in front. of the right when address- 
ing the ball. 

This ig the attitude that a player 
would naturally adopt fn order to 
aim a shrewd blow at a ball on tho 
ground in front of him, 

‘Later came. the theory that ace 
curacy of direction was accured best 
if the tocs were touching an 
imaginary Hne parallel to the fn- 
tended linc of flight of the ball—in 
other words, if the feet were level. 

Level Stance. 

A good many players adopt level 
stance to-day. 

But accuracy of direction is not 
the entiro point in a golf shot, 
although ‘it is vital. With some 
shots we must put stop on the ball, 
with others we want it to run. 
Occasionally we want to mako the 
ball, “bank up” against the wind, at 
other times we want to roll the 
wrists Into the wind, 

All these effects of control seem 
to be obtained with leas difficulty 
when the stance is open a little, 
that {s, when-the right 


advanced slightly in front of the 
left. 

And #0, from advancing the loft 
foot we-have come to advance the 
right. 

The More Open Stance 

Generally, tha nearer to the green 
we are for a shot, the more open 
the stance. Many golfers who drive 
with a level stance will play, an iron

more. If the stance is a “straddle” 
control will be lost. 

The bali fs opposite the left heol.: 
The golfer has tho sense of being 
rather behind it as he addresses it,

point further back. 

Distribution of Welght. 

For an iron shot, tho ball may be 
more neany: between the two feot, 
whilo some playors will take a chip

The question of tho distribution 
of the welght is one about which - 
views have changed since the ‘intro- 
duction of slow-motion photography. 

It used. to be said that the 
weight was back on the right foot 
when addressing the ball for driv-- 
ing. 

Now It is more generally sald 
that tho welght is evenly distributed

Fading Hopes of Lausanne. 


TG 


Wate a sick and weary world anxiously, watches and waits, 
statesmen play the old game of diplomacy nt Geneva and it 
appears that once again a Conference is about to fail, in these 
progressive times people are better educated and informed on inter- 
national affairs and it was thought that an enlightened’ public could 
expect improved results from the diplomatic representatives. These 
hopes are almost certain to be dashed, and only an optimist can.re- 
tain any faith in Lausanne and the Disarmament Conference. The 
best to be hoped for is that the foundation may be laid for some 
future accomplishment towards the ideal of a guarantee of per- 
manent peace and a system of international co-operation. At Lau- 
sanne the unexpected developments and angles have become too com-~ 
plex for the delegates themselves, and already soveral.nations have 


resorted fo “hedging.” Several splendid plans have been put forward; 


but the conditions attached render them, impracticable. No nation 
ig prepared to adopt a conciliatory attitude without the promised of 
concession first. In some cases this is not altogether unjustified, 
but, the bogey of security is again predominant and the fears: of 
countries situated as France will nullify the efforts of Mr. Rambay 
MacDonald. But perhaps the greatest handicap at these meetings 
is the fact that no issue can be treated on its own merits. All ques- 
tions are interlocked and the solution of all problema must be found 
before one cun be remedied. The Disarmament Conference, drag- 
ging on over tedious months, has been hanging fire for some weeks 
for-the reason tHat no policy could be defined before Lausanne, Wat 
debts, reparations, disarmament, economic issues, and all the other 
weighty problems confronting the world are inter-related and every 
attempt to dissociate them has failed. The first méagure to have 
been dealt with at Lausanne was the plight -of Austria, but this 
urgent matter has not even been discussed yet; .so involved has the 
agenda become. No sooner than xome progress appears to be made 


on one issue. than a fresh suggestion is made and new questions are 


introduced to politicians already harassed by the number and com, 
plexity of the problems. Under this heading can be classified the,

Very considerable {I-fecling has 
been created in Geneva by the way 
in which the British Government 
has socn fit to present to the Coun- 
cil its memorandum suggesting fur- 
thor cconomics in the budget of the 
Lengue of Nations. Instead of 
tabling the proposal that a’ Bpecial 
Committee of Investigation should 
be set up at tho meoting of tho 
Council, the document was dis. 
tributed through diplomatic chan- 
nels, As M. Paul Boncour, tho 
iFrench delegate remarked: “That 
tis not tho way in which things are 
done at the League of Nations." 
| But what fa the truth? Js the 
jLeaguo an expensive institution? 
Can economies bo effected without 
Iseriously impairing its programme? 
IT think not. 

Somehow we havo got ‘into the 
habit of looking upon the League of 


distinct from its Member States. 
It ia nothing of tho kind. The 
League is the machinery whereby 
the 65 Member States carry into 
effect their wishes by the promotion 
of international co-operation. No 
piece of work is undertaken unless 
t has been considered and agreed 
to by their representatives. Thero 
is no hole in the corner business of 
starting a piece of work then ro. 
porting it afterwards, 

Furthermore, the cost of the 
League of Nations is a fraction of 
the cost of any national administra- 
tion. Lven in the case of the seven 
of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, our total 
annual contribution is but £250,000 
jand to Great Britain’ alone the cost 
stands in the same relationship as 
4d. a year to n man with an income 
of £300, It seems rather absurd to

drives. In the same cra (writes 
G. Bb. in the “Manchester Guar- 
dian’’) a clutch was prone to en-

the entire car staggered and the 
front wheels ‘even lifted a few 
inches off the road. whilst the 
outraged engine expressed — its 
protest by stopping.

Experienced as I am, I should 
hatf welcome the abolition of a 
third pedal, because when I take 
out a,strange car I frequently 
discover that its central pedal is 
the throttle, whereas on my own 
car the central pedal happens to 
be the brake. Since any  con- 
fusion between .brake and .throt- 
tle is apt to be disastrous, the 
trade should have standardised 
ity pedals in 1897, and no radical 
innovation is essential to thé 


job, 

Letting that pass, these inven- 
tions seem to herald a day when 
the right-hand pedal will control 
the service brakes and the left- 
hand pedal will ‘withdraw the 
clutch in its “up’’ position and 
open the throttle progressively 
as it is pressed downwards.

Again,.under existing schemes 
of transmission, with very few 
exceptions, accurate use of the 
clutch is essential to perfect 
gear-changing. If the servo 
clutch is designed to release and 
engage in rather a leisurely 
fashion it may-be necesary to 
equip the car with a fool-proof 
gear-change, which in turn will 
contribute to peace and pretti- 
ness In driving and to long life 
for all the parts concerned.

- To sum up, there is no burn- 
ing desire for such clutches on 
the part of the amateur motor- 
ist.

| “A DAY, 


Street Intersections 
Responsible. 

Motorists in American cities pass 
from twenty-seven to thirty-five 
years every day, all told, waiting 
for the red light to turn green. In 
large cities, with trafle lights at 
every corner, the average waiting 
time in the average days’s driving, 
investigation by the American 
Motorists’ Association shops, is 
from five to nine minutes. In smal- 
ler communities with: fewer lights, 
the average is nbout two minutes. 
On the open highway, where lights 
are placed infrequently and at 
muairyond jntersections, less than 
7a minute is the average,
